TO VIETNAM WITH MOST UN MISSIONS IN GENEVA, DIRECTLY WITH NUMBER OF 
GOVERNMENTS, AND WILL ALL UN AGENCIES AND PROGRAMS. A SECOND PROGRESS 
REPORT IS EXPECTED BEFORE THE END OF THE YEAR. (CONFIDENTIAL -

ANGOLA IN APARTHEID COMMITTEE - 

USUN LEARNED THAT ANGOLA HAD BEEN PUT ON THE SPEAKERS LIST FOR

OF THE DAY OF SOLIDARITY WITH SOUTH AFRICAN POLITICAL PRISONERS. THIS

ON OCT. 7, JAMAICAN FOREIGN MINISTER THOMPSON, AT CENTER FOR INTER- 

AMERICAN REALTIONS, DECRIED LACK OF DIALOGUE BETWEEN 
DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 

NOTING THIS FAILURE BROUGHT RISE OF THIRD WORLD ALTERNATIVES. 

HE CLAIMED USG USES INTER-AMERICAN SYSTEM TO GAIN SUPPORT FOR 
"QUESTIONABLE POLITICAL PURPOSES," AND MAINTAINED THAT

OF COMPROMISE FOLLOWING FRENCH AND US OPPOSITION. AFTER A FEW 
FALSE STARTS ON ART. III. A FRENCH SUGGESTION WAS ACCEPTED 
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BY ALL. THE JAPANESE PRESENTED A NEW ARTICLE TO FOLLOW ART. Ill ON 
COMMITTEE COMPOSITION, WHICH WAS ACCEPTED THOUGH THE SOVIETS 
RESERVED THEIR POSITION. INDIANS FORMULATED LANGUAGE FOR ART. II
